Restriction/Election 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35U.S.C.§121: 

I. Claims 1-39, drawn to optical fiber switch, classified in class 385, subclass 16. 

II. Claims 40-79, drawn to micromirror device, classified in class 359, subclass 291. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Claims 1-39 (group I) claim fiber optical switch as depicted in Fig. 3 and 15.
